Ticket Policy 

Tickets will be required for all seats at 
all services. There will be separate passes 
for Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur ser- 
vices.

Guests of members are seated in the 
main sanctuary.

Tickets for the additional seating areas 
will be available from the office at $18 
for Rosh Hashanah and $18 for Yom 
Kippur.

Please join us for an oneg after Erev 
Rosh Hashanah services at the Unitar- 
ian Center. In place of an oneg after 
Rosh Hashanah daytime services, bring 
a bag lunch and join us at Fort Point for 
a Seudat Mitzvah picnic before Tashlich. 
Maps will be available at the Unitarian 
Center. 

Services at CSZ on the second day of 
Rosh Hashanah will be followed by an 
oneg. There will be a large “break fast” 
at the Unitarian Center after Neilah, the 
concluding service on Yom Kippur. 
AIDS Food Drive 

One of the reasons we fast on Yom 
Kippur is to remind ourselves of the 
hunger of those in need. As we have for 
the past eight years, CSZ will collect 
nonperishable food for Project Open 
Hand at Kol Nidre and through noon 
on Yom Kippur. Please bring a bag of 
food items as part of your Yom Kippur 
observance.

1am thankful and very lucky that I 
am surrounded by many others in the 
form of officers, past presidents, the 
Va’ad, committee chairs, rabbi, office 
staff and countless dedicated volunteers, 
who will join me in what lies ahead. 

The most daunting task the spies had, 
and which we as leaders have, is to make 
the decisions we are charged with from 
a perspective which is rooted in our 
history, informed by our present, and 
which shows faith and optimism for our 
future.

A Design of Our Own 


Architecture and 
the New Building 


The synagogue architecture we are fa- 
miliar with today as contemporary Re- 
form Jews in the United States represents 
a significant change from the concep- 
tion and design of ritual space in the 
temples built by our Jewish ancestors 
through the ages. This became abun- 
dantly clear in a recent slide presenta- 
tion and talk by John Goldman, the 
architect selected to design the renova- 
tion of our new building. 

Illustrating the interiors of historic 
synagogues in the Ashkenazic tradition, 
John showed us temples in Eastern Eu- 
rope, suchas one in Prague, witha bimah 
space typically defined by a few col- 
umns, located close to the ark, but 
separated from it by a processional area. 
Then, with images of the interiors of 
temples from such far-flung locales as 
Padua, Tangiers and Barbados, John 
pointed out how Sephardic temple de- 
sign has traditionally included a more 
separate bimah and ark which face each 
other across a central processional path, 
and includes antiphonal seating on ei- 
ther side of that path. Shifting to more 
contemporary Reform synagogue de- 
sign, we saw synagogues from Florence, 
Berlin and Vienna, in which the bimah 
serves more as a platform before the 
ark—and the seating is much more like 
a theater. 

The CSZ Architecture and Design 
Committee, together with the Ritual 
Committee, has been working with John 
Goldman Architects to integrate some 
of the concepts and themes from more 
traditional synagogue architecture into 
the design of our new building. The 
goal is to create a worship space that 
reflects our unique participatory ritual 
and liturgy. Bringing some of these more 
traditional design forms into our new 
building will enable us to use the space

community we represent. We each have 
taken different paths to come together 
tonight, and are, in many ways, in a 
similar position to those spies. I found 
myself wondering how they were se- 
lected for the honor. Who were they in 
the community, and in the rest of their 
lives; how did they come to hold the 
positions they did, who chose them? 
Did some ancestor of Paul Cohen assure 
them that it was only one meeting a 
week? What did they think when they 
found out what tasks lay ahead? How- 
ever they came to be part of that group, 
they were trusted to collect information 
from which their future was to be de- 
cided. As the story turns out, they have 
individual and collective experiences 
which lead the majority to conclude that, 
although what they have seen is indeed 
beautiful and to be desired, it is too 
fraught with risk. Clearly they were 
overwhelmed by the task before them, 
and allowed their fears and doubts to 
overtake them. It could be that they 
feared that, in a new place, they would 
lose their identity, that they would be- 
come more like those who surrounded 
them and less like themselves. Were they 
afraid of change, more focused on what 
they stood to lose rather than on what 
they stood to gain? Much commentary 
has been written on the question of the 
sin of the spies: Was it loss of faith, loss 
of belief, misuse of position and power, 
low self-esteem, or, my favorite, the sin 
of having closed minds? 


Our task, as I see it, while we move 
through the changes that are to come, is 
to remind ourselves that we come from 
a very special tradition, the tradition 
which built this synagogue, of belief, 
faith, appropriate use of position and 
power, high self-esteem and very open 
minds. While I am sure there were many 
times that those who have gone before 
us in the nurturing and maintenance of 
Sha’ar Zahav felt they were grasshop- 
pers in a land of giants, they worked 
with passion to move us to the place we 
are today. They did not allow doubt, 
suspicion and fear of change to overtake 
them. Now it is the task of those who 
have been installed tonight, and those 
who continue in their leadership roles, 
to continue that work, to bring together 
the vision and the history from which 
we are made as we start another chapter 
in our lives together. While you have 
chosen us to be your advance team, we 
are not apart from you, but representa- 
tives of each of you. I believe it is our 
task, my task, to assure that we, in all of 
our sameness and diversity, reach the 
end of the adventure we are about to 
embark on with all of our community, 
and our history, intact. We may indeed 
feel like grasshoppers at times, but as 
we have proven up to now, we are pow- 
erful, assured and inspired grasshoppers, 
and we have learned many things. 

I ask all of you to continue to be active 
participants, with us, your representa- 
tives, in the adventures to come.
